New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerkof Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by

for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

No Tax 
Relief For 
Taxpayers 

The State Supreme Court's 
decision on the constitution¬ 
ality of California’s public 
school financing system does 
not relieve any taxpayer of 
his obligation for paying his 
1971-72 properly taxes on 
time, in the view of the 
State Board of Equalization. 

This opinion was ex¬ 
pressed today by Chairman 
Richard Nevins, who repre¬ 
sents Southern California on 
the State Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion, in response to recent 
questioning by taxpayers as 
to whether the recent State 
Supreme Court decision; 
which ruled that the public 
school financing system of 
California is unconstitution¬ 
al, excuses taxpayers from 
paying any part of their 
1971-72 property taxes. 

The first installment of 
1971-72 property taxes will 
become delinquent Decem¬ 
ber 10, 1971. 

Mr. Nevins pointed out 
that the Supreme Co-urt de¬ 
cision of August 30 did .not 
involve the granting of an 
injunction against the col¬ 
lection of taxes, or 8.ny final 
order respecting o.ny tax¬ 
payer’s obligation to pay his 
property ta.xes. Tile Supreme 
Court’s action v/as to send 
the case back to the Su 
perior Court of Los Angeles 
County for trial. 

Tlie lawsuit was brought 
by a grcyi-ip of Los Angeles 
County public .school chil¬ 
dren and their parents as a 
class action against county 
and state officials, seeking 
a judicial declaration that 
California’s .school financing 
system is unconstitutional.

If it is unconstitutional for Beverly Hills to spend 
more school money per child for it’s educational system 
than is spent by Los Angeles, San Fernando and Oak¬ 
land, because property in Beverly Hills has higher per 
capita property tax base from which to collect its school 
funds, then it must be unconstitutional to use general 
obligation bonds to build better and more expensive school 
buddings in Beverly Hills than are built in Los Angeles, 

San Fernando and Oakland. 

It is apparent that all general obligation bonds passed 
in California are therefore unequal and discriminatory 
and any tax collected on property to retire such bonds 
violates the “equal protection” clause of the United States 
Constitution.
